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In one oin> the older ([uartors «vf 
ancient Paris, when* (Munparativoly 
few of tho thousands of tourists 
(»ver think of penetrating, is (me of 
the nn>st inten^sting sights that 
groat oity eon tains, says the Wash- 
ingfO!» PttsL a is tin* (iobelins, 
an institution famous in every 
corner (»f the art worhl for ils 
tapi^strios. Centuries ago it was 
famous, and its fanu> will ondun^ 
as long as tho world lasts. 

A picturesque group i>f buildings 
forms tho home <»f this industry— 
(ddtinie strucdiires that have j>assod 
through mad blood-red [leriods in 
the turlndent history of Paris, 
Rtnolution and 1 iot have passtul 
all around witlnmt scan ing them. 
Kings, omptM'ors, demagogues and 
presidents, have risen antl^fallon, 
but the wtMivers of (loludins ha<l 
little l.invught. for anything but tin* 
art handed down by their ft)ro- 
f at hers. 

Tapestry weaving is a heritage 
with nine-tenths of the worknuMi 
in the histmio |)lace. Many of 
tln^ni arc* direct (hssccMulants of the 
first Flemish weavers brought to 
Paris by Henry IV , in the last 
>oars of the sixtiM'uth century. 
Fach generation tea(dn*s its sons 
the art, and the admission of the 
outsider as a weaver is jealously 
guard<Hl against, Imleod, it is just 
as ilitllcult for the enterprising 
youth to push his way into iho 
ranks of the (Gobelins wtuknuMi as 
it is ftu' the groat nu>n of the world 

to i*rowd inlu (Ik* r;i iiks of 1 1h» Iiu- 

nnntal^ 

I host" ^\ t'.i > *'l .-> iiM- (lit inurjn'ild- 

ont lot, and they were that at the 
first, when tlio great Henry hnd to 
ahnost gtd on his knees to imluee 
them to settle in Paris. But tho 
conc^ossions ottered by that astute 
monarch have been fully repai<L as 
rtineethen Paris has been the eon- 
tor of tin* world as far as tai>ostry 
weaving is con(»oriUHi. 

As a bait t.i> bring the (Tobelins 
to Paris, Henry IV. *vtY(MV<l to make 
tluMU in>bleinen and nuMulKTSof the 
King's household. In addition to 
this, it was agriHMl that thoy wei*c» 
to be free from tax(*s and also re- 
lieved of the conunon expense of 
having troops <iuart(M'e<l upon them. 

Moreover, the importation of 
Flemisli weavings whioh nngld con»- 
pele with their prod nets was pndu- 
blted and for all tho time the fac- 
tory was t.*> be under the protect ion 
of the strife. 

This satislb^d tho (Ttdwdins, but 
wh(^n the institution was at last 

sf:»ri«Ml in P:iiis ;i mMV tlifVieidlv 



arose whi<di threatened to uspset 
all tho plans of tho art -loving king. 
The Fnglish weavers and artists 
did not fancy tin* wines of France, 
ami detdanMl that unless they couhl 
have t heir a<*cus(on>ed i>ots of bi*i>r 
thoy wouhl l(*ave Paris. So, to 
please tho w<n*knn>n, Flemish 
l)nnv«*ries W(*reestablish<Ml and btHM* 
was furnished to them fn*** of f.ax. 
The particular G<vbolin wlnv was 
at the head of tin* <»onoorn at this 
time was named Joan or J<dnin. 
Ho was not a weav(*r, but a dyer. 
In faet, none of the Oobelins ever 
sat at a loom. Th<*v were dyers by 
trad(* from the time imnuMnorial, 
and this .bdian (lolxdin was the 
greatest dyer of tlu^m all. It was 
ho who prepared the womieifid 
blues ami reds whioh have madt* 
tho (rob^din fapt\stries famous. 

Modern dyers never roaehod the 
degree of pt*r foot ion which he at- 
tained, parti<*ularly in rtMl or scar 
lei colors. And about this scarlet 
dye hangs a tale of tragt*dy and 
suporstitit>n. Tins Jidiaii was so 
I>rond of his scarhd. dy*^ that one 
day he oxcdainnMl that not even the 
devil himself o(Hdil surpass him at 
dyeing scarlet. Soon after this he 
went to one of the wells in the 
factory ami never returned. Very 
pr<d)ably ho fell into tin* w^dl and 
was drovvn«ML but the superstitious 
folk de<dar(*d that the devil had 
(»arrio 1 him olT to make his fannnis 
sc. riot dye in tin* infernal regions. 
At any rate, tiuit was tin* earthly 
end of the gr<*at J**han (o)belin, 
but tho instit.uti m he foumled pro- 
Wrv aU *nne. 
j>|>renilcos wlio su(U'ee<i 
in gaining admission to tin* fatMory 
nowatlays km>w that il will bo 
many yoars before thoy an> lHHM>g- 
niziHl as woavors of tho first class. 
The newcomer is appnndicod for 
two years, but it ro(|Uiros S(*ven or 
eight years to fidly mastert he many 
intricaides of tin* art. An art school 
is attached to the fa<d(u\v, where tho 
pupils stmiy fr(»m antiques and 
fron\ life models. Flower paintings 
is one of the specialties taught, ami 
as a n^sult of this s<dnH>ling every 
weaver in tin* plaeo is sonn*thing of 
an artist. Many of them have 
made reputations as artist^, and 
have given up their places in thi^ 
factory (o follow ih,^ mot-,^ liv,,,,,. 
nerativo calling. 

Many of the w.-.nri-s, attn woi k- 
ing for five or six y«*ars, roe(*iv(* 
only $250 a year. Tho artist 
weMV(*rs re(*oivt*s $r»00 a year, ainl 
the ff)r<*m'»n weav<'rs receive from 
$800 10 $1 100 a yeai . Those latter 
have the act ual cdiarge of the work 
being done, a position of nnndi vo- 
s|>onsibility, as a small emw might 
seriously mar tire work of yt^ars. 

There are considoratiens ivther 
than that of salary which attract 
applicants f<n* admissit>n to tl:o 
plac(v Each weaver is givi^n a 
charming little cottage rent free, on 
I hi* factory gnnnnls, and when obi 
age i no. tpai'dntes hin» for work he 
is rt*trred on a j)ension. 

To slimulato tlu* woik, i\H\ great 
rooms when* stand the luoms ai*t* 
hung with exquisite 8|M»eimens of 
both ohl and now tapestry, and to 
the lay mind the modern work is 
more pleasing to tho eye than the 
[)ossibiiil ies of oil painting and the 
figure work in tho m*w is nun^e

The ct>st ol I lie new Ui(>t\siry is, 
in many cases, as grt*at as that of 
tin* tdd, although there are several 
ran* pieces of sixteetdh <M*ntury 
nuike in tanH>us eollocti<»iKs which 
are practieally without |>rico. The 
(H>st, of (»ourst*, is <luo to the im- 
nn*nso amount oi' labiu*. 

In the yonr of (*onslant woi-k an 
expt*rt weaver t»an make a square 
yaril of tapestry, bnt when the 
design is execssively ornate it may 
tako two years 1<» p rod ti if 

fjuantity. 

If *nily *vne man were emploved 
on a largo pioct* !h* might begin in 
his youth, ami cxtronn* old ago 
woidd inlerlero with the comple- 
tion o{ the task, l^sually fnnn two 
to six men are (*mployofl at the 
same loom, ami the fapesiry is 
comfdeted -in from fiitir 

y(*ars. 

Phe wtnkers use a piece of yarn 
or wool three inches long, and a 
tiny frattion less than an iiudi an<l 
a half istm'kod away at the back 
behind the perpt*nilieular singb* 
thi(*knessof tin* thr<*ad of a yarn 
le.^s (liao <irn»-si\tt»enlh <»f an inch.

Among the naUons of the worhl 
which are in the market as boiTow- 
ers of money upon IxHids, England 
stands fust, paying an average of 
alM)ut 2 1-5 per cent on its fun<led 
securies. The reason for this high 
crtdit is two-bdd: 1'here is a larger 
amount of idle and ntunvesUHl 
money in ,Kngland that in any 
other country of the world, and 
additional secnrity for the debt of 
(ireat Britain is furnishetl in the 
enormous colonial possei^sions and 
commercial rights a(»quir«Mi by the 
British crown. The prevailing rate 
of interest on all loans is lesa, in 
England than elsewhere, and the 
etfects of this plethora of money 
i\n> show n in the low rate of in- 
terest at whieh the England govern- 
nujcnt is able ti) borrow money. 
Vlw total debt f)f Great Britian is 
about §3,:U)0,000,000, (>r at the 
rate of aliout $88 per cai)ita in the 
three kingdoms of Englaix' '- ^ thI 
and Scotland. 

Secon<l on the list of c( unu us in 
resp*^ct to the low rate of interest 
at which government loansarenmde 
are the Cnited States, which with 
an outstanding interest l>eai ing 
debt of about $900,0t)0,(K>0, pay 
the equivalent (»f about *^ .1-4 per 
cent. The dc>bt per capita of the 
United States is about $15, an 
amount materially smaller than 
the average of the tlebt of (treat 
Britain, but lepiet^enting only the 
fedeial obligations, the several 
states, counties and municipalities 
having debts of their t>w n t.o much 
larger amount <M>Hectively than the 
federal debt. 

The finanical credit ot the king- 
dom of ITollantl is very nearly as, 
good as that of the United; siates, 
tlvough the debt \wr capita of the 
Dutch kingdom is nearly $100. 

France follows fourth oii the list,- 
position due to the enornn>ns 
amount of national debt, which is 
nearly $4,500, 000, 000, at the rate 
of about$P20 per capita. Money 
brings in commercial invt^stnunt a 
higher rate of interest in Frantic 
than in England and the French 
loans Hvv made subject to the condi- 
tion. Phe ;5 percent FiHMieh govern- 
ment bonds sell at about 101, which 
is equivalentt nearly to 3 p:»reent on 
an an investment. Those of tiu> 
kingdom of Sweden and of the 
kingdoni of Belgium aie quoted 
nearly as high, though the govern- 
mental debt of Sweden is $18 per 
capita, and that of Belgium is #03. 
The government obligtions of the 
kingdom of Norway, a connti»y 
whi<'h has but $7 tiebt pvr ca|iit^\ 
pay somewhat more than .3 percent, 
and next follow, in the estimaiion 
of investors, the government loans 
of G(*rmany — Imperial loan — wh ich 
pay about 3 U4 per cent. Each of 
the (Term an states has its own 
bonds, and there ar*» (tf^rman 
government bonds in addition. The 
Prussian bontls pay a fraction mi>re 
than those issued by the <4erman 
government, and then follow in 
Older those of Austria, Russia and 
Hungary. This ma>' be vsaid to 
exhaust the list of nations which 
are regarded as t horoughly solvent 
by disinterested investors. The 5 
per cent bonds of Italy sell at 88 
cents on the drdlar. The 4 l-'2 per 
cent bondi^i of Chili «*e44 at 85. The 
Turkish 5 percent bonds. prote(»ted 
by the lien of customs receipts, sell 
at 88. Mexican per cent bonds sell 
at l>r>, ami Spanish 4 |>er cent bonds 
at 59. The bonded debt of Portugal 
is not hehl in high (Estimation, its 3 
per cent bonds being sold for about 
'^0 cents on the clollar, while the 4 
per cc^nt bonds of <Treece 8<dl no 
higher. China's 5 per cent lK>nds

Those of us who live in citiel 
where our mail is delivered severas 
times a day, are hardly in a ccmdi- 
tion to apprecdate the sacrifice 
made by certain missionaries in 
Alaska who receive their mail once 
a year, ^fhe reason for infre<|uency 
is made clear t)y the following ac- 
count of the perils of the route. 

The most perilous mail servii^e in 
the whole world, as well as the most 
unique and the longest star-route 
s<3rvice on record, has just been 
established by the government 
through the heart of Alaska, to 
estiiblish communi('ation from the 
coast with the setth?d portion of the 
inU?rior. I'he country was so in- 
accessible that it was diHicult to se- 
cure accurate information, and the 
major portion of tiie vast tract is 
still as little known in the United 
Slates as the remotest part of the 
heart of Africa. 

The propom^d route, which has 
now been adojit* <! and is being 
covere<l under contnw^ts, begins at 
Juneau. The mails can la* cnrried 
by river for a distanc** of about one 
hundre<l miles, then will have t/O be 
encountered a difficult portage of 
over thirty miles. Supplies have 
tc» be pa<'ked on the ba<5ks of In- 
dians over this stretch, atthcMuid r>f 
which the upper Yukon is rcfw^lied. 
For the remainder of the distance* 
to Circle City, the mails are carried 
on the river in a small boat during 
the short seiwwiu wh<?n the river is 
opf»n, and at other times by a dog 
train. This service is now an ac- 
complished fact. 

Tin? first ste[> was taken by tin? 
establishment of a post oHic** nairred 
(Ircle City, on March llU blast. The 
Yukon Transpc»rtation Company, a 
(Jhicago enterprisi', Ims cont.ra(!ted 
for earring letter mail over the 
route. The first trip was made on 
June 11, when 1,474 letters were 
started from Junean and carried 
into the Circle (>ity postofHc^; on the 
14th of the following month. The 
seas^m was very lat4^, and while the 
snow was too soft to permit the 
taking of the launches over the 
(yhilkont I^tss, the lakes were not 
sufficiently open t>o allow of their 
use. To overcome this obstacle, 
lumlK^r was purchased for t wo iMmts, 
to be built on the other sid«» of the 
Chilkoot Pass, where they would be 
launches on the lakes. Flalf-wayto 
the summit of the mfuintain it wan 
carried by tha Indians, tdl, tireil 
out, exhausted, they abs(»Iutely 
refused to carry the lumber farther, 
and it had to fn^ aban<loned. No- 
thing daunted, the party flushed on 
with the nrail and Huiiplies, and at 
tlie lake logs were cut and a boat 
built. 

From there down, going day and 
night, there was no mishap, but tlie 
seething waters of the canons and 
the terrible rapids passed through 
were enruigh to add years to a man's 
age. TU(t question n/iW wifh the 
little expe<lition waste get the rt'.- 
turn mail back to Juneau at the 
earliest moment j)ossible. It was 
imfKissible to start up the river, 
owing txi the rapid waters. From 
five hundred miles the current 
averaged eight miles an hour, Tt 
was decider! ti) go down to St. 
Michid's and come out tt» rough 
IJehring Sea. The party finally got 
back to Jiineau, after traveling 
f;,5tK) miles.
